Following our conversation of 17 August, I inquired 
into the extent of CIA participation in Law of the Sea negotia- 
tions. 


The Agency has participated formally in interagency 
efforts pertaining to Law of the Sea negotiations since May 
1970 when a CIA officer became a member of the Interagency 
Law of the Sea Task Force Working Group. We also took 
part in the preparation of the 1971 study on US Ocean Policy 
done in response to NSSM 125. We are currently involved in 
the Interagency Task Force Working Group, and in the prepara- 
tion of a Law of the Sea Economic Review for the NSC Under 
Secretaries Committee. 

Over the past three years, the Agency has produced 25X1 B 
selected intelligence memoranda, several items in our 
periodic publications, and some reports in 
support of or related to Law of the Sea negotiations. 

I anticipate that continued Agency support will be re- 
quired on a variety of Law of the Sea and related topics.
